SHEFFIELD WEDNESDAY 


SHEFFIELD WEDNESDAY F.C. was founded on 5 September. 
1867. at the old Adelphi Hotel in Arundel Street They are the 
third oldest club remaining in the Football League, and came 
into being because of . . , cricket 1 In fact the Wednesday 
Cricket Club was founded in 1816, and they u!r.mate:y formed 
a football club to keep members together during the winter. 

How did they get the name Wednesday 7 Well, Wednesday 
was a half-day holiday for the "little masters" of the town, so 
they decided to call themselves the Wednesday club. 

It was in 1883 that the cricket and football dubs spl t — an 
interesting point when you consider that their neighbours and 
rivals, Sheffield United, divorced the two clubs as recently as 
1973. 

Their first ground was at H»ghfie!d. but important matches 
were playod at Bramhall Lane Later, however, they took up 
rosidenco at Olive Grove and played there from 1887 unM 
1899. 

There departure from Olive Grove coincided with relegat-on 
from the First Division, to wh.ch they had been elected in 1892. 
But the dark clouds soon rolled by they found Hillsborough 
(Owlerton as it was then) and won the Second Division 
Championship at the first attempt 

This was their second natrons! honour, for in 1896 they had 
won tho F A Cup for the first time, beating Wolves 2-1 

In 1903 and 1904 they won the League Championship and in 
1907 beat Evwion to win the F A Cup again 

In 1912 they staged the FA Cup semi final replay between 
West Brom. and Blackburn and so began the tradition tor big 
matches at Hillsborough. 

In 1930. they almost did ihe League and Cup double FKsh* 
mg in a high place in each of the ne*t few years and in 1935 
under Billy Walker’s management, won the F.A Cup 0/ 
defeating West Brom. 4-2 

The Second Division cla med them aga.n in 1937 wnere they 
stayed until promotion in i960 From then on Wednesday's 
fortunes fluctuated: 1951; Relegated 1952. Promoted. 1955; 
Relegated 1956: Promoted 1953 Relegated 3rd 1953: Promoted. 

After that they remained in the Firs: Div s en until 1970 
flashing runners-up in 1950-61) and reached the F.A. Cup 
Final n 1966 when they were beaten by Evertsn 3-2 in ore cf 
tn# moit etching finals ever seen at Wemb-ey. 

The 1970’s have not brought much success to Wednesday. 
And this season finds them in the Third Division for the first
